Another Question Worrying 
Ottawa: How Can Dollar 
Gap Be Closed?

OTTAWA, April 17th —- The failure 
of Canada to keep up its shipments 
of bacon to Britain even at the re- 
duced levels of the present contract is 
more important for the future than 
the present. There has been some 
controversy about the. reasons for the 
present situation. The bacon ration in 
Britain is reduced by one ounce a 
week; that is it will be 4 ounces a 
week from April 23rd. It has been 
stated, as reported in the daily Press 
some days ago, that one factor in the 
reduction of the bacon ration is that 
Canadian shipment has fallen well be- 
low the program. Last year when the 
contract called for 160,000,000 pounds, 
we shipped about 100,000,000. This 
year with a contract for 60,000,000 
pounds we are again going to ship 
quite a bit less, although shipments 
are expected to step up quite a bit in 
volume later in the year. 

The Dollar Difficulty 

It will be recalled that at the time 
of the last agricultural conference at 
Ottawa,. the bacon contract was still 
under negotiation. Finally, to main- 
tain some foothold in the British mar- 
ket, a small contract was negotiated 
at a price of 29 cents to the British 
and 32% cents to the Canadian pro- 
ducers and processors, the difference 
to be paid by the Canadian taxpayer. 
Of course the dollar difficulty was a 
major factor. It is a very great factor 
in the whole of our trade with the ster- 
ling area and will be more of a factor 
at the time ECA payments are over at 
the end of 1952, unless by that time 
there is a better balance in trade be- 
tween this continent and Western 
Europe. 

It is quite true that Canadians are 


eating more bacon and that the prices. 


are up, because the old familiar con- 
testants in the market, supply and de- 
mand, are very much at work just 
now. They are very active, and prices 
are up because supply is down. Canada 
has let the hog population go down, 
because the farmer preferred to plant 
wheat. 

No one could possibly regret that the 
farmers are making more money be- 
cause there is a slump in supply. It 
may also be true that the British didn’t 
give a high enough price. It was not 
a high enough price as it turns out, 
but it was considered the best price 
they could give at the time. It is be- 
ing said by some that the country 
should have rationed bacon to ensure 
that the contract figure was supplied. 
Well there has developed a strong feel- 
ing against rationing here in Canada

' Danes. Hold Commanding Position 

Denmark, out of the market during 
the war when the country was occu- 
pied by the Nazis, is again the main 
supplier of the British bacon needs. The 
Danes have a contract 5 times that 
of Canada and they are expected to 
deliver 95 per cent of their contract. 
Of course, bacon represents a very 
large part of their agricultural produc- 
tion. They were the main source of 
supply for the British market before 
the war, though not at all in the same 
proportion as they are now. .The Bri- 
tish also got some bacon before the 
war from Holland, Poland and’in con- 
siderable quantity from Ireland, but 
how much these smaller producers are 
now supplying is not certain. 

Of major interest to Canada is that 
the Danes hold such a commanding 
position. It was entirely expected that

Endorses Board Marketing, 
Long Term Agreements, 
Forward Marketing 


FIGHT FOR “CRW” RATES 


Committee Set Up to Study 
Operation Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act 


Protest against the setting of the 
initial payment for wheat of the 1950 
crop at $1.40 e bushel was expressed 
by the Board of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture at the regular . 
spring meeting held last week at Ed- 
monton. Most farm leaders have ex- 
pressed disappointment that the ini- 
tial payment has been set at that 
figure. 

Endorse Board Marketing and = 

Agreements 

The resolution adopted reads: 

“Whereas we continue to en- 
dorse the principle of Board Mar- 
keting, long term agreements, 
providing fcrward crop planning 
and forward prices, and 

“Whereas we believe the Gov- 
ernment could without any cost to 
the National Treasury pay at least 
$1.54 per bushel as an initial pay- 
ment, and 

“Whereas $1.40 per bushel will 
only net the average Alberta farm- 
er around §1.15 after transporta- 
tion, handling and grading are 
taken care of, 

“Therefore be it resolved that 
we vigorously protest the initial 
price of $1.40 per bushel as the 
initial payment for the 1950 wheat 
crop.” 

Gratified by Conference 

Both’K. V. Kapler, President of Al- 
berta Poultry Producers, and C. J. 
Stimpfle, President of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta, who reported on the 
Dominion-Provincial Marketing Con- 
ference held at Ottawa on March 21st 
and 22nd, expressed appreciation of 
the keen interest shown by both 
Dominion and Provincial officials in 
discussing this problem. Many points 
concerning legislation were clarified. 
The Conterence was called by the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
and all ten Provinces were represented 
by government and farmer delegates. 

Active support of the Dominion 
Government u.ough Bill 82 passed in > 
1949 seemed assured. Responsibility 
now rests with the Provinces for fur- 
ther action, it was pointed out, and 
every assistance will be given to pro- 
ducers in setting up marketing boards 
for such products as may be sold 
through marketing boards in the best 
interests of producers and consumers,

Then and Now 


There is no more voluble critic of the British-Cana- 
dian wheat agreement than The Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Free Press says the agreement was the work 
of the Wheat Pools and that it has cost the wheat pro- 
ducers of Western Canada somewhere around a half a 


billion dollars. 


But if current readers of the Free Press would turn 
back to the Sept. 23, 1945 issue of that newspaper, they 
would find the following editorial: 


“The statement on wheat prices 
made on Wednesday by Trade 
Minister MacKinnon is a major 
decision of post-war policy. In the 
first place, the decision not to 
exact the last available cent 
which the prospect of hunger 
would force our customers to pay, 
is a long-sighted effort to ensure 
indispensable markets in the years 
ahead. At the same time, the fix- 
ing of a floor to producers for five 
years will remove the threat of 
ruinous prices and make a con- 
tribution of great importance to 
the stability of farm income in 
Western Canada for a substantial 
period. 

“The Government has instructed 
the Wheat Board to continue to 
offer wheat for export at $1.55 per 
bushel basis No. 1 Northern, Fort 
William — the price which pre- 
vailed at the end of hostilities. 
Owing to the dire need of Euro- 
pean countries and small crops in 
some areas a higher price could 
be obtained for a short while on 
the basis of credit. This tempta- 
tion was resisted because, as Mr. 
MacKinnon made clear: 

“‘Any further increase in wheat 
prices now would aggravate the 
problems of economic and politi- 
cal readjustment of the liberated 
areas to Canada’s detriment in 
future trade with those areas. 
Higher wheat prices would encour- 
age the importing countries in @ 
hurried return:to wheat produc- 
tion and pre-war wheat policies 
very directly to the detriment of 
the wheat exporting countries, 
particularly Canada. Moreover, 
production in a number of export- 
ing countries would be unduly 
encouraged’. 

“The average return from ex- 
ports and the domestic market 
will probably bring something 
over $1.40 basis Fort William, for 
wheat now being disposed of. It 
will be generally. agreed that, 
under the present circumstances, 
such a price is a profitable one 
for farmers. It is worthy of note 
that the Government’s instruc- 
tions to the Wheat Board to offer 
wheat for export at $1.55 does not 
specify a period of time. That is

to be the policy in the light of 
present and anticipated condi- 
tions. 

“The Government’s commitment 
respecting the ‘floor’ price is defi- 
nite as to duration —- namely, ‘... 
in the five-year period ending July 
31, 1950, producers will receive not 
less than $1 per bushel, basis No. 1 
Northern in store Fort William, 
Port Arthur or Vancouver, on 
authorized deliveries for each crop 
year’. The ‘floor’ is to be not less 
than $1.00; it could be more 
according to circumstances and 
Government decision from year to 
For the present crop year, 


initial price of $1.25. 

“The guaranteed minimum of 
$1.00 will, in the light of past ex- 
perience and the ruinous prices 
that have sometimes prevailed, 
be a factor of great importance 
in the life of western agriculture. 
For almost half the period since 
1920 the average annual price was 
below $1.00. The average open 
market price for as late as 1942 
was less than $1.00. The Wheat 
Board minimum price at the be- 
ginning of the war was 70c, and 
the initial price in the present 
Wheat Board Act is only 90c. 
The assurance which has been 
given to wheat growers over the 
next five years is far more valu- 
able than the dubious benefits of 
a short-lived boom. 

“The new wheat price policy is 
basically consistent with the Gov- 


ernment’s general efforts to pre- . 


vent a disruptive post-war infla- 
tion and with its active endeavors 
to obtain and hold prosperous 
export markets for the years 
ahead. No area has a greater 
stake in the full attainment of 
these objectives than Western 
Canada.” 


Our comment: It should be 
noted that the price paid farmers 
for wheat has been increased 
since the above editorial ap- 
peared in the Free Press, All de- 
liveries from the 1945 crop onward 
have been paid for on the basis of

Dominion-Provincial Marketing Con- 
ference — You most likely have read. 
numerous press reports direct from the 
Dominion-Provincial Marketing Con- 
ference held in Ottawa on March 21st 
and 22nd. The Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture called this meeting at 
the request of its Annual Meeting. _ 

A full report recently received by 
this office is most encouraging. It is 
quite evident that those attending 
were anxious to do the job for which 
the meeting was called, namely to 
review all Provincial marketing legis- 
lation and its implementation under 
the National Marketing.Act (Bill 82). 

Those attending on the part of Gov- 
ernments included Ministers and top 
Department officials, which verifies the 
interest taken by Governments in 
helping to lay a proper groundwork 
for all-embracing marketing plans. 
All Provincial Federations of Agricul- 
ture were well represented, including 
Newfoundland. The meeting agreed 
that Provincial Federations of Agri- 
culture having the necessary legisla- 
tion should go ahead and formulate 
their marketing plans under both Pro- 
vincial and Dominion marketing legis- 
lation. Other Provinces could come 
under the national set-up at a later 
date or as soon as their Provincial 
organization was completed. 

It was evident from the meeting 
that if we want to establish any degree 
of :stability, the marketing of farm 
products is becoming more and more 
the responsibility of the organized 
producer. This thought encourages 
prompt action wherever possible. 


Last Minute Changes in Depreciation 
Rates — The Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture has just received word 
from Dr. J. J. McCann, Minister of 
National Revenue, that farmers may 
use 1948 Depreciation rates for calcu- 
lating 1949 deductions for Income Tax 
purposes. 

The 1949 regulations, which came 
out earlier in the year, had made de- 
.cided reductions in depreciation rates 
for certain types of farm machinery. 
As an example, tractors and trucks 
which were previously depreciated at 
the rate of 20 per cent were reduced 
to 15 per cent. Combines were re- 
duced to as low as 10 per cent for 
drawn combines. 

There has been considerable criti- 
cism directed at the Department for 
making this reduction in depreciation 
rates at a time when farmers have 
been able to secure many. new pieces 
of machinery which were not readily 
available until 1949. In view of this, 
the fact that 1948 rates of depreciation 
can be used for reporting 1949 taxes 
will be appreciated by many. 


April 21st, 1950 
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Valuable Study of 
Farm Practises ‘in 
Canada Now ‘lesue 


In a more or less rough and ready 
way, pioneer farmers throughout Can- 
ada, in one area after another, worked 
out a system of farming suitable for 
the soil and climatic conditions of 
their district. Later, of course, changes 
and adaptations were made; new crops 
and new varieties oficrops, new breeds 
of livestock, new methods and prac- 
tices, were developed with effective 
assistance from agricultural scientists 
in Experimental Farms and Universi- 
ties. 

A study of farming and farm prac- 
tices in Canada, and the areas devoted 
to specific crops, has just been issued 
by the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. It is called ‘.Types of Farming 
in Canada” and contains 83 pages of 
very interesting reading. The Econ- 
omics Division of the Marketing Ser- 
vice co-operated with the census divi- 
sion of the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics in its production. 


Statistical Maps 

Maps are used to show where 
various crops and kinds of livestock 
are produced, and it comes almost as: 
a surprise to note how widespread are 
the areas devoted, say, to beef cattle. 
One is used to thinking of the Western 
Prairies as the principal habitat of 
beef cattle, but ‘the’ statistical map 
me that substantial numbers are 
r@ised in every Province (Newfound- 
land is not included). On the whole, 
the book serves to point up the under- 
lying similarities, in spite of diversi- 
ties, of farming conditions throughout 
Canada.

they would come back. A thing that 
has helped them in their trade with 
Britain is that the dollar difficulty does 
not apply. The Danes produce a bacon 
of high grade uniform quality, and that 
is what the British buyer wants. Cana- 
dians, too, after suffering from erratic 
production after the first war, have 
been producing a high grade, satisfac- 
tory type of Wiltshire sides. 

The serious question to be consider- 
ed about the future is, according to 
many people, will there continue to be 
a widespread knowledge among farm- 
ers of just how to produce these sides, 
if the British contract is allowed to 
lapse? It is certainly something that 
farmers might well consider very 
seriously. 

Better Balance Needed 

Just now the whole matter of secur- 
ing a better balance of trade between 
Britain and Western Europe and on the 
other side the dollar area holds the 
close attention of all interested coun- 
tries. The question in simple terms 
is—how is the dollar gap to be closed? 


How can the British and other Euro-. 


pean peoples get enough dollars to pay 
for the goods which this side of the 
water, including ourselves, want to sell 
them? We want a good shape in the 
British market for a very long time into 
the future. We need good sales to the 
United States and our exports of beef 
cattle, though not up to 1948, are keep- 
ing up well. 

There seems to be genuine promise 
in the announcement that the Ameri- 
cans are in a willing mood to cut down 


. their tariffs on 2,500 items, a large 


proportion of these cuts applying to 
goods imported from Canada. Dairy 
products it is stated will be benefitted. 


May Cut Tariff Barriers 


There cannot be anything but satis- 
faction in the news that the United 
States representatives who will be at- 
tending the international trade meet- 
ing at Torquay, the successor of An- 
necy and Geneva, will go there with 
the desire to negotiate mutual conces- 
sions on tariffs on a wide scale, not 
only with Canada but with Great Bri- 
tain, other Commonwealth countries, 
and with France, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, Norway and other nations. The 
president of the United States has the 
rigkt to reduce tariffs up to 50 per

cent, but it should be borne in mind 
that with this advance notice there is 
considerable likelihood that in some 
cases protests will be entered.

Clearances of bacon for shipment to 
Britain from January ist to April 8th 
amounted to 32,615,000 lbs., and in ad- 
dition purchased for early shipment 
were 1,895,000 Ibs. These are the actual 
figures but a very large proportion of 
the clearances is counted against the 
1949 contract although shipped in 1950. 
The amount against 1949 contract was 

7,972,000 Ibs. so that on the 1950 con- 
tract only 4,643,000 Ibs. have been 
shipped up to April 8th, with some- 
thing under 2,000,000 Ibs. more ready 
for early shipment. 


Since the beginning of the year up 
to April 12th, $4,438 beef cattle have 
been shipped across the border to the 
U.S. This compares with 32,677 in the 
same period of last year. Exports of 
dairy and pure bred cattle amounted 
to 17,036, the number being almost 
identical with last year’s exports. 
Shipments of calves were higher, but 
with sheep and lambs the difference is 
particularly apparent. This year to

expert in nutrition, first came into 
world-wide prominence through the 
publication of a book from his pen. 
In it he called attention to the scan- 
dalous malnutrition then prevailing 
among Britain's children. 

It was primarily due to the planning 
and driving force of Lord Boyd Orr that 
a system of rationing was devised dur- 
ing the recent war. The British people, 
and especially British children, were 
in consequence better fed than they 
had ever been before. 

First Step Toward Peace 

“The first step toward peace,” writes 
this eminent Scot, ‘‘must be the easing 
of the present political tensions.” 
Stressing the fact that the ‘main ten- 
sion is between Communist Russia and 
capitalist America,” he advises them 
to “get rid of their fear of each other 
by realizing that the world will never 
be dominated by either Moscow or 
Washington.” Because Capitalism had 
created wealth and raised living stan- 
dards, he adds, while enlarging the 
freedom of the individual, ‘people in 
capitalist or Socialist countries will 
not exchange their ways of life for a 
foreign ideology. On the other hand, 
the Russian Communist Government 
has also been successful in its great 
expansion of technical education, in 
its public health work, and in its agri- 
cultural and industrial development.” 

Lord Boyd Orr expresses the belief 
that “the real evil of the Russian Com- 
munist state is not.communism. It is 
the secret police and the concentration 
camp”; 
be too self-righteous. It is not so long 
ago that we had our slave plantations 
and short shrift for anyone who 
threatened to undermine the authority 
of the state. The hope: is that Russia 
will evolve along the same lines as 
the Western democracies. Unfortun- 
ately, the threat of war acting as a 
pressure from without probably con- 
solidates the present system.” 

Would Win All Peoples’ Allegiance 

Developing his theme, Lord Boyd Orr 
states his belief that “the nation or 
group of nations which made a great 
new gesture of goodwili by offering 
to collaborate with all governments in 
a simple and concrete plan of world 
development would win the allegiance 
of all countries, sick to death as they 
are of political conflict and prepara- 
tion for war: ... If a world plebiscite 
were taken, there would be ten thou- 
sand votes for world unity and peace 
tc one for war.” 

Lord Boyd Orr commends a group of 
organizations which are getting to- 
gether in a world movement for world 
federal government, naming the 
United World Federalists, the Crusade 
for World Governmen}, the Women's 
International League for Peace and 
Freedom, the International Friendship 
League, the Students’ International 
Federalist Movement, the Committee 
to Prepare a World Citizen Movement, 
Which are now getting’ together.

Sees Co-operatives 
Playing Important 
Econcmic Role, Asia 


ILO Officer Reports on Studies 
in India, Pakistan, Ceylon 
and Iran; Aid Planned 


GENEVA, Switzerland.—One means 
of helping the peasant farmers of 
Asiatic countries to improve their lot 
—- all too often a struggle for bare 
subsistence—is by giving aid in setting 
up and carrying on farm co-operatives. 
This opinion is expressed by G. M. 
Lamming, chief of co-operation § ser- 
vices of the International Labor Office 
at Geneva (now a UN agency), who 
recently completed on-the-spot studies 
of the co-operative movement in India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon and Iran, in whose 
economic development, he states, co- 
operatives can play an important role. 
He conferred with government officials 
and ministers and, while in Ceylon, he 
also met representatives of the Philip- 
pine and Malayan governments. 

Mr. Lamming talked with leaders of 
existing co-operatives and_ visited 
those dealing with consumer goods 
and supplies, handicrafts, housing, 
credit, insurance and farm production 
and marketing. The _ co-operative 
movement, he states, is making a start 
in Iran, is growing rapidly in Pakistan, 
and is already playing an important 
role in India and Ceylon. 

There is widespread interest in co- 
operation, he found, but there is need 
for more knowledge of organizational 


and financial teéchniques, and for train-- 


ing in co-operative management and 
administration. 

The ILO plans assistance, starting 
with a technical meeting on co-opera- 
tion in Asia in 1951.

Dr. 
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Use of Grass and Manure 
Maintains High Yields 


By the use of grass and manure on 
fields of the Indian Head Experimen- 
tal Farm over a 21-year period, yields 
have been maintained at a very high 
level, states the Information Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. In one of the main rotations, 
manure is applied every ninth year on 
sod just before it is broken. In an- 
other project, in a crop sequence of 
corn, wheat, oats, 16 tons of well 
rotted manure were spread on the oat 
stubble and plowed in the fall. Over 
the 21 years, the average increase in 
corn yield amounted to over one ton 
per acre; that of wheat 3.4 bushels 
and that of oats 4 bushels.

Don’t Let Smut Steal 
Your Dollars, Advice 


There is no reason why the farmers 
of Western Canada should allow the 


smuts of oats and barley to steal hun-. 


dreds of thousands of dollars from 
them in 1950, declares Dr. F. J. Grean- 
ey, Director of Line Elevators’ Farm 
Service, in a recent bulletin. It is now 
possible, he points out, to treat seed 
grain rapidly, effectively, and at low 
eost. As:to the need, he instances re- 
sults of smut tests made by his ser- 
vice. In 1947, over 88 per cent of oats 
samples showed smuts; in 1948, nearly 


86 per cent; and in 1949, 80 per cent. 


Barley samples showed smut present 
in 94, 92 and 90 per cent, in the years 
1947, 1948 and 1949, respectively. “If 
you. want to save dollars in 1950,” con- 
cludes Dr. Greaney, “treat all your 
seed of oats and barley for smut con- 


trol.”

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The Methods and Yield of French Agriculture 


By J. G. Fevrier ; 
criticized. It is reproached for

its routine methods, for its inadequate use of machinery 


Pits ro agriculture is often 


and for excessive costs. 


Such censure is to a large extent 


not justified, and takes no consideration of the conditions in 
which French farmers work, or of the results they do achieve. 
The French Revue du Ministere de l’Agriculture has recently 
published a series of studies which render it possible to arrive 


at the truth., 
Tasks of French Agriculture 


In the first place it should be under- 
stood that French metropolitan terri- 
tory must feed a population of 41 mil- 
lion inhabitants (not counting foreign 
workers and visitors) over a surface 
of 551,000 square kilometres, whereas 
the United States, for instance, has a 
surface of 7,620,000 square kilometres 
for a population of 150 million inhabi- 
tants. In other words, French agricu- 
ture maintains 76 people per sq. km., 
and United States agriculture 19 only. 

Admittedly there are regions in the 
United States that are almost desert; 
but in France too there are mountain 
blocks such as the Alps, the Pyrenees 
and Corsica, and marshy land, as in 
Cologne. It is a known fact that with 
such limited territory, France has been 
able to feed her population almost 
entirely in normal times from her own 
resources; while she imports oleagin- 
ous products and citrous fruits, she 
exports in return wines and dessert 
fruits. 

High Average Return per Hectare 


As a result, French farmers, in con- 
trast with those of the New World, 
where there is no lack of land, are 
obliged to get the maximum out of 
ground and farm intensively, not ex- 
tensively. In France the average re- 
production is 
40,900 francs per hectare (1 hectare 
equals 2% acres); in the United States 
it does not exceed 27,700 francs. If 
we consider more particularly the case 
of corn, we find that the average yield 
per hectare in’ France, estimated offi- 
cially at 1,540. kilogrammes for 1949, 
was certainly above this figure. In 
1948, in the large farms by the Oise, 
it reached, almost 7,000 kilogrammes. 

It is certainly true that intensive 
farming may entail in certain cases a 
rise in costs: in particular it requires 
more labor and restricts the use of 
machinery. But if France took up ex- 
tensive farming, she would produce 
less, since her area of arable land is 
limited, have to import more food- 
stuffs — and this would destroy her 
trade balance and her balance of pay- 
ments -~ and lastly a large section of 
her agricultural population would run 
the risk of unemployment. 


Intensive Farming Encourages 
Progress 


Technical progress, moreover, does 
not lie simply in the unlimited devel- 
opment of mechanization, but also in 
the improvement and selection of seed, 
in wise use of artificial fertilizers: and 
the rhythm of crop rotation; from this 
point of view intensive farming en- 
courages progress and reaps benefit. 
The fact that France. is producing 
almost.as much corn now as in 1914, 
although she is devoting about two 
million hectares less to this type of 
farming and assigning it to others, is 


- precisely due to the technical progress 


she has made.

The author of this article, 
which presents a clear and com- 
prehensive and most valuable 
picture of agriculture as prac- 


ticed in conditions which differ 
widely in some respects from our 
own, is a well-known French 
economist. 


Raises Interesting Problem 


This slow and steady increase in 
yield fs not only found in the case of 
cereals; it is shown in many other 
branches of French agriculture. It 
contrast to the 
anxiety of other countries, especially 
in the New World, as regards the ex- 
haustion of the soil. A German once“ 


wrote a book entitled: “Is God 
French?” Is the land too French, or 
European? For most countries in 


Western Europe are, from this point 
of view, in the same position as 
France. The problem raised here is a 
most interesting one, because it in- 
volves many factors other than tech- 
nical progress: a whole set of old peas- 
ant traditions are thus economically 
justified. 


When examining this problem, Mr. 
Andre Siegfried pointed out that the 
need for preserving the soil necessi- 
tated precautions to be taken against 


two dangers: firstly, rash and lazy ex- — 


ploitation, and secandly, the abuse of 
mechanization. In both cases there is 
the risk of encouraging erosion, result- 
ing in the irreparable destruction of 
arable land. 


Bad Farming Can Promote Erosion 


The vulnerability of soil in tropical 
zones is well known; but even in tem- 
perate regions, bad farming methods 
can promote erosion. There have been 
cries of alarm in South Africa and 
even in North America. Louis Brom- 
field in “Happy Valley” deplores the 
fact that in certain areas of Ohio the 
elimination of forests and prairies has 
increased surface drip and rapidly 
brought about the exhaustion of the 
land. Grey Owl, in his fascinating 
book “Pilgrims of the Wild”, tells of 
the death of the ruined forests which 
are nothing more than rock and bush, 
The French peasant secks above all to 
preserve and increase the richness of 
his land; multiple farming is often the 
rule; it is carried on simultaneously 
with breeding, that necessitates keep- 
ing grassland and regenerates the soil 
with'its contribution of animal manure. 
This explains the gradual improve- 
ment of the land. 


The abuse of mechanization, on the 
other hand, almost inevitably implies 
one crop farming and, in particular, 
the farming of cereals, where the part 
played by human labor can be reduced 
to a minimum. Even when the French 
peasant takes specially to cereal pro- 
duction, aS for instance in the large 
farms of the Beauce and the North 
areas, he counteracts the effects of 
one type of farming by the rotation. 
of hoed plants and does not yield to 
me temptation of sacrificing for a 
short period of profit, the balance of 
his farming or the nutritive properties 
of his land. 


One-Crop Farming Risks Crises 


Even from a purely financial view- 
point, mureover, the example of the 
wine-growers of the South, who have 
too often generalized their vine pro- 
duction and turned farmland or olive 
plantations into vineyards, is there as 
a reminder that, more than any other 
kind of exploitation, one-crop farming

runs the risk of very serious crises of 
over-production and bad sales. In 
time of crisis, the French peasant re- 
tires within himself and, with the pro- 
duce of his farm alone, can for the 
most part satisfy his needs. 

Once again, this prudence and bal- 
ance does not in any way hinder tech- 
nical progress. One of the most strik- 
ing examples is the development of 
the use of artificial fertilizers and in 
particular of nitrates. French agricul- 
ture has taken advantage of the 
wealth of French North Africa in phos- 
phates and has always used “many 
superphosphates; but it is also utiliz- 
ing increasing quantities of nitrate fer- 
tilizers.

The View from Our Window 


Comox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 

As I said before, we look out upon 
very different scenes and we usually 
find the one that means “home” to us 
has an appeal which others do not 
possess for a time. I must say I am 
most fortunate in my re-adjustment 
stage. . 

I look out on the garden separated 
by a hedge from a very busy road. 
Across from it is a field, and today [ 
see the sheep with their playful young 
lambs enjoying themselves. Beyond 
the field is a béautiful little apple 
orchard near a New England type of 


-house, and beyond them the harbor 


with its background of mountains now 
clothed with snow far down Its sides, 
which of course results in the cold 
winds we are having.. 


Most Busy Thoroughfare 


The road is a most busy thorough- 
fare, with cars of every type passing 
and repassing almost continually. I 
might say I note a greatly increasing 
percentage of the small English cars. 
At this season of the year, the great 
truckloads of logs are again on the 
move, although work has not as yet 
started up in the mountains because 
the depth of the snow there is later 
than usual. 

I cannot yet keep from looking with 
greatest interest when I see one of 
these enormous loads. They are not 
the real monsters of the forest — none 
being probably more than twelve feet 
in circumference -- but even that 
seems comparatively huge to me. I 
believe the requirements are that the 
logs do not exceed eighty feet.in 
length, so if the tree is higher the log 
is 're-cut. The trucks, too,. are very 
different from the prairie type of truck, 
and | might say differ in price as well, 
as they run, I am told, from some 
sixteen thousand dollars to. twenty- 
seven thousand... (I thought I had 
better write this instead of giving it in 
figures lest you think I had stuck in 
an extra naught by mistake!) 


. With Mingled Feelings 


When I see these great loads, I 
always have mingled feelings: a feel- 
ing of wonderment at what Nature has 
produced and also a feeling of wit- 
nessing a tragedy or a sacrilege. I 
think of the years and years it has 
taken to produce those trees and the 
years and years of the future it would 
take to replace one. 

When we see the truckloads of grain 
passing on the prairie, there seems 
only a feeling of satisfaction that the 
result of the*work of man and Nature 
combined has started on its way to 
feed hungry humanity. Of course 
there may at times be a thought of 
gratitude, thinking how much easier 
these trucks have made the grain- 
hauling season for the average prairie 
man and his wife compared to the 
“good old days” of the long drives 
with the. team and wagon. 


The Harbor and Its Traffic 

The harbor, too, is interesting to 
watch, with its waters ‘of different 
moods and with the traffic there. The 
tri-weekly ‘ visits of the passenger 
steamer, the “Princess Mary”, on her 
rounds from Vancouver, the box-like 
barges with their freight, local fishing 
boats in their season, rafts of logs and 
a very occasional flying boat landing 
like a great bird, all add to the interest.

--The Wheat Situation. 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 

Alberta Wheat Pool 


—————— 


The most outstanding event in the 
world wheat situation is ao recent esti- 
mate of United States winter wheat 
production of 763,590,000 bushels, a 
drop of over 138,000, 000 from last 
year’s outturn. 

Texas, Oklahoma and southern Kan- 
sas have been swept by “dusters”. 
Green bugs are doing extensive dam- 
age. These are a kind of aphis un- 
known to Alberta but prevalent in 
Manitoba last year. 

An idea of the damage to winter 
wheat is given by the estimate of 
25,000,000 bushels for Texas this year. 
Last year that state produced over 
102,000,000 bushels of wheat. 


World Food Production Up 

Reports from Europe indicate the 
possibility of a very good grain crop 
this year. Agriculture on that conti- 
nent seems to be well on the recovery 
road. Livestock and milk production 
are on the increase. In fact world 
food production is gradually climbing. 

Improved food supplies in 1949 made 
it possible for most European countries 
te remove or modify their food ration- 
ing programs. Says Foreign Agricul- 
ture, published by the United States 
Department of Agriculture: ‘World 
food production generally has recov- 
ered to such an extent during the past 
two years that the main problem now 
is one of marketing rather than one 
of food deficiency. This is evidenced 
by mounting surpluses in the so-called 
hard currency areas, and unfilled con- 
sumption need in deficit areas.” 

Seeding time will soon be started in 
the Canadian Prairie Provinces. The 
spring has been late and cold but 
moisture conditions have shown some 
improvement. It is impossible to say 
as yet whether farmers will decrease

All Depends on Timely Rainfall 

Every spring many people make pre- 
dictions as to the probable outcome of 
the Western grain crop. Such predic- 
tions are almost a waste of time, due 
to the fickleness of the’ weather in 
Western Canada. Soil moisture has 
improved since last fall, but there is 
no great abundance over the grain pro- 
ducing area. The fate of the crop 
rests largely on the rainfall in the 
latter part of May and during June 
and early July. 

It looks like the Wheat Board will 
be able to sell surplus Canadian wheat 
down to a carryover somewhat smailer 
than the 98,700,000 bushels carryover 
on July 31st, 1949. Farmers are urged 
to deliver their surplus wheat as soon 
as possible. The Wheat Board can 
move wheat now, but if a slug of 
deliveries comes in the tatter part of 
June or July, it will have to be carried 
over and sold at lower prices.

Sees Initial Payment 


Leading to Recession 


“Earmarks of the vicious circle that 
leads to economic recession and ever 
deeper depression,” are reflected in 
the announcement of Hon. C. D. Howe, 


. Minister of Trade and Commerce, that 


the initial payment on wheat of this 
year's crop will be $1.40, stated Carl J.

History of Breakfast 
Delicacy Goes Back 


to Eighteenth Century
